Former Coffee County jail employee files complaint 


During the Monday, March 
26, meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission, a former 
county jail employee addressed 
commissioners regarding her 
termination. This week, that 
employee, Ruth Scheipe, filed a 
formal complaint against the 
Coffee County. Commission, 
Coffee County Sheriff’ Dave 
Sutton, Coffee County Chief 
Deputy R.W. Whitworth, Coffee 
County Jail Administrator 
Richard Moss, the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department 
and “other officers, employees 
and agents of Coffee County 
whose names are at this time 
unknown to the claimant 
(Scheipe). 

At the conclusion of her 
address during last week’s com- 
mission meeting, Scheipe said 
she would use any legal action 
available to her to get justice 
regarding her termination which 
she felt was unfair. She also, at 
that time, thanked the Coffee 
County Commission for sup- 
porting her through her years of 
employment with Coffee 
County. 

Scheipe was reportedly termi- 
nated Tuesday, March 6, on the 
authority of Sheriff Dave 
Sutton. He has said Scheipe’s 
termination was warranted 
because of insubordination. 

The formal complaint was 


' filed earlier this week by Elba 


attorney Sydney Albert Smith 


on behalf-of Scheipe. The body 


of the _fomplaint prepared by 
Scheipe and her attorney reads 
as follows:

On March 6, 2007, the 
Complainant RUTH SCHEIPE 
was terminated by Chief Deputy 
R. W. WHITWORTH, purport- 
edly on behalf of Sheriff 
DAVID T. SUTTON from her 
employment as a Coffee County 
Deputy Sheriff and/or 
Correction Officer. Said termi- 


nation occurred without due 
process to which the 
Complainant RUTH SCHEIPE 
was entitled. Further, the rea- 
sons for said termination which 
were stated were false, however, 
the Complainant was denied any 
semblance of due process under 
which she was entitled to refute 
such “falsé and malicious 
charges. 

The Complainant RUTH 
SCHEIPE begin working as a 
Coffee County Correctional 
Officer on February 14, 1992.

Investigators with the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department 
executed a warrant Friday, 
March 30, and arrested Stacey 
Dawn Wallace Wise. She was 
charged with chemical endan- 
germent of exposing a child, a 
class “‘c” felony. 

Wise was placed in the Coffee 
County Jail'and later released: on 
a property bond. 

After being released trom the 
hospital, Whitworth said the 
infant child was released to a 
family member of Wise. He said 
the child is reportedly in good 
health,

Additionally, Von 
Kanel is charged with making 
false statements and failing to 
disclose’ material facts to the 
investors identified in this case,
